indcbtednut, Artide ix., See. 1!>, approv- 
ed and adopted by tht people of mid State 
of Ittinoii, My 2d, 1870. 
Whereas, a constitution for the State of 
Illinois, was made in convention, by dele- 
gates from the several portions of the State, 
and assembled In convention for that pur- 
pose under and by authority of said Htalo; 
which constitution was submitted to tbe 
people of aald Bute on the 2U day of July, 
A. 1). 1870, and by a majority of the votes 
eait, was then adopted; 
And whereas, See 12 of Article IX. of said 
Miisiltatlon reads a» follow*, to-wlt: 


I w. No county, city, township, school 
district or otter munlclpali ooraomtlon 
sball be allowed to become Indebted lia any 
manner, or for any purpose, t«aa amonut 
lucludlu* fllatlng IndebtedBesa-In-the ag- 
gregate exoeedlng five per centum on the 
value of the taxable properly therein, to be 
ascertained by the last assessment, for state 
and county taxes, previous to the Incurring 
of such indebtedness.

And whereas, the assessment of rea 
and personal property within the said city

Illinois, Is three million, seventy-one thou
